SPRINGFIELD — Reported AIDS cases jumped 
almost 50 percent last year in Madison County, 
partly because more heterosexuals have contract- 
ed.the disease. 3 

The increase also reflects an aggressive state 

campaign to improve AIDS records in Madison 
County, which does not have a health department. 
Physicians reported 23 new cases of acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome in the county Jast 
year, up from 16 reported in 1990, according to 
figures released Jan. 23 by the state Department 
of Public Health. 
_ AIDS cripples the body’s immune system, mak- 
ing a person susceptible to cancers and infections. 
The AIDS statistics do not include people who 
have tested positive for having the human immu- 
nodeficiency virus (HIV) but have not developed 
symptonts. 2 

Health officials said Illinois has reached the 
third wave of AIDS reporting, in which the disease 
is reported in heterosexuals and children. The first 
two waves came from homosexual men and from 
intravenous drug users. 

“The volume is still gay men, but that has pla- 
teaued,"”” said Peter Tarby of the Family Service 
and Visiting Nurse Association in Alton. 

“The line that is growing the steepest is women, 
heterosexuals and teen-agers, because they still 
think this is a gay disease and they won't catch it 

“I hope you stress (that peopie should begin) 
changing behavior because that’s what it all 
comes down to. It depends on the individual.” 

Madison County reported the third highest num 
ber of new AIDS cases last year, according to 
public health department records. Cook County 
reported 1,319 new cases in 1991, and Lake County 
reported 41 new cases.

TB testing shows increase 


News reports about tuberculo- 
sis cases elsewhere apparently 
have prompted an outbreak of 
concern about the disease among 
Madison County residents. 

Diane Wedel, administrator of 
the Madison County Tuberculosis 
Clinic in Edwardsville, said the 
clinic tested 2,988 people for the 
disease last year, a 17 percent 
increase over the year before 

TB. is not a major problem in 
the county, Wedel said. Only 
seven cases were diagnosed .in 
1991 and, with the medications 
available today, TB is ‘‘very 
treatable,’ she said. 

“I think people have become 

very aware that it's still out 
Wedel said. 
She said a TB outbreak among 
teachers —and--students~-at—a—St- 
Louis County school last year 
prompted some people to seek 
testin; 

National statistics showed sig- 
nificant increases in California 
and in New England states dur- 
ing the first 11 days of January, 
Wedel said. 

She said researchers expect 
TB to spread as more people are 
found to have the human immu- 
nodeficiency virus (HIV) that 
causes AIDS. Because AIDS 
attacks the body's defenses 
against other diseases, AIDS 
patients are more likely’ to con- 
tract TB and spread it to others, 
Wedel said. 

The county's clinic’ offers free 




















skin tests, X-rays, laboratory 
services and medication to coun- 
ty residents. Treatment involves 
six to nine months of medication 
with follow-up testing 

Many patients are referred to 
the clinic by their private physi- 
cians because the cost of medi- 
cation is high, Wedel said. The 
costs can run to several hundred 
dollars a month, she said 

Non-county residents occasion- 
ally are referred to the clini 
but they must pay for servic: 
Wedel said. 

Symptoms of TB_ include 
coughing, fever, fatigue and 
night sweats. Those with active 
TB cases can spread the disease 
to others through coughing. 

Most TB sufferers are allowed 
4o return io work afier two or 
three weeks of medication, 
Wedel said 

The Madison County clinic is 
funded by a special tax. Its bud- 
get this year is $277,192, the 
same as last year. 

The outpatient clinic has been 
at 2119 Troy Road in Edwards- 
ville since 1971. Hours are 5 p.m 
to 8 p.m. Monday and 8:30 a.m. 
to noon Tuesday through Friday.

Pregnancy group being established

Women suffering complicated’ pregnancies often 
feel alone, unhealthy and scared for their unborn 
child’s life.

But not anymore. 

Obstetric nurse Donna Stephens of Freeburg is 
starting a local chapter of Sidelines, a national 
support group for women with troubled pregnan- 
cies. 

“‘Anyone who experiences a troubled pregnancy 
knows how important it is to be able to talk to 
someone about it,"’ Stephens said. 

Because most of the women with complicated 
pregnancies are bed-ridden, the support group 
does not meet in person. Instead, Stephens match- 
es up a volunteer to talk on the telephone with a 
woman who has a complicated pregnancy. Volun- 
teers don’t have to have personal experience with 


















complicated pregnancies, but that helps. 

Stephens, who will be the St. Louis/Metro East 
coordinator of Sidelines, said there are 24 Sideline 
support groups nationally 

Sidelines can offer support, comfort and advice 
on how to cope with being: bed-ridden, she said 

“I have one woman whose first pregnancy was 
complicated and she didn’t think much about it,’ 
Stephens said. “‘But now with her second pregnan- 
ey, she also has a 3-year-old at home and she 
needs bed rest.’” 

Besides comfort and advice, Sidelines can also 
offer helpful resources such as a list of grocery 
stores and restaurants that deliver, mail-order 
organizations through which to purchase baby 
clothes or baby furniture, and information about 
prenatal and infant care. 

Now Stephens is looking for volunteers who are 
willing to talk with others on the telephone or

He also 
said that, so far at least, the 
changes have come only in 
morning and afternoon drive- 
time and have not affected the 
station’s midday or night pro- 
gramming. 

As an example of material 
new to the format, Connett men- 
tioned a selection by David Lanz 
called ‘‘Cristofori’s Dream.” 

“It’s a contemporary piece — 
not a_classical piece by any 
stretch of the imagination but a 
pretty piano piece written as a 
tribute to the man who invented 
the piano in the 17th century,” 
Connett said. 

* This effort to “‘blend in a little 
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classical’

Connett said, 


has for classical music. 

“We're not changing the for- 
mat, only supplementing it,”” he 
said. 


The most recent Arbitron rat- 
ings show some movement for 
the statiori. The fall, 1991 num- 
bers (October to December) 
show that the station’s audience 
rating in the important 25-54age 
bracket increased to 2.2 from.2.0 
and the station went from 13th to 
12th in the market. Of course, 
commercial sales for KFUO can 
be based on the upscale charac- 
teristics of the audience as well 
on sheer numbers. 


By the way, it’s impossible to 
mention changes in format’— 
however subtle — without recail- 
ing the disastrous adventure that 
befell KEZK-FM (102) when it 
changed from ‘‘easy listening’: 
to “‘soft rock’’ and fell from séc- 
ond place overall in the market 
to a far less prosperous ninth. 
That station, by the way, -has 
since stabilized its audience and 
regained some of the losses. on
